1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The combination of elements in the claims were not found in a prior art search nor 
considered obvious by the Examiner. In particular calculating the vertical angle and curvature 
radius of a road circumference in order to calculate the actual distance from the vehicle to a 
target was not found. The prior art of record uses radar for acquiring the distance and uses 
known or given road information as well as the speed of the vehicle to monitor the road and 
calculate stopping distances not necessarily distance to the target.
